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$19.50 Tax Rate Set; 
Bills In Mail Next Week 


Tax bills will be in the mail and on their 
way to Andover property-owners by the end 
of the month, bearing tidings of $19.50 per 
$1,000 of valuation as the new tax rate. 

The bills will be due 30 days later, Asses- 
sor William Russell said yesterday, by May 
1. 

The state Department of Revenue this 
week approved the proposed $19.50 rate, 
which resulted from 100 percent revalua- 
tion of the town. These will be the first bills 
sent olit since revaluation was completed 
last year. 


Because of delays in completing the re- © 
valuation process, tax bills could not be © 
issued at the end of last year, and taxpayers e 


were sent estimated bills instead. 


With revaluation complete, the upcoming : 
bills will have no real relation to those ©

cent), and $8.38 will be the general town 
portion (43 percent). 

In fiscal 81, $19,548,811 had to be raised 
by taxation. The total assessed value was 
$296,194,100, and the tax rate was $66. Like 
this year, coincidentally, the school portion 
of the tax rate was $57 percent, or $36.41, 
and the general portion was 43 percent, or 
$29.59 


In past years, the tax rate was based on 


estimated bills, which were based on for- © 


mer valuations. But the amounts paid last : 
December will be deducted from the taxes © 
now due, Russell said, and the new balance 


will be shown on the bills. 


As an example of how the new rate ‘ 
works, Russell said that the owner of prop- © 
erty valued at $100,000 will receive a $1,950 ©

Schoolmen 
Have Their 
‘Last H. urrah’ 


Two schoolmen observed their “last 
hurrah”’ this week, Chairman Joseph 
Finn after six years on the School Com- 
mittee, and John Eaton after three 
years. Both decided not to seek re-elec- 
tion this year. 

Colleague Michael Giammusso pre- 
sented each with a plaque and words of 
thanks at the start of Tuesday night’s 
meeting, praising Finn especially for 
his “extraordinary leadership during 
difficult times.” 

Eaton said a brief farewell, thanking 
the town for ‘‘a learning experience,”’ 
and Finn entertained the audience in 
the West Elementary auditorium with 
his favorite campaign anecdote. 

Three years ago, Finn said, ‘‘before I 
had even heard of John Eaton,’ a wom- 
an pulled up in front of his house while 
he was collecting his mail and asked, 
“What do you think of Eaton?”’ 


“All I could think of, was a plate of 
spaghetti,’ Finn recalled with a grin, 
“So I said, ‘I think it’s great!’ ”’ 

The chairman said his last weeks on 
the committee have been darkened by 
the threat of a major budget reduction 
next year. Referring to election day 
next Monday, he said, “Six years of 
hard work could go down the drain in 
one day at the ballot box. That’s a 
disheartening prospect.” 

Finn also warned against the anti- 
superintendent sentiment of ‘‘one can- 
didate’’ for the committee. Calling the 
superintendent ‘‘outstanding,”’ he said, 
“There is no room for hostility and 
animosity in the conduct of school af- 
fairs. The only ones who lose are the 
children.” 

He closed by thanking the town for “‘a 
very rewarding experience for myself, 
and for my family.”’ 


Veteran South 
Teacher 
Resigns 


The School Committee last week ac- 
cepted ‘‘with regret’’ the resignation of 
a 20-year veteran of the school depart- 
ment. 

Sumner Fox of Peabody has resigned 
as‘a teacher at South School, effective 
March 9, with the schoolmen’s appro- 
val. Fox, with the school department 


. since September, 1962, has been on a 


leave of absence this year. The superin- 
tendent explained that Fox left for fi- 
nancial reasons. 

The committee also approved two 


new appointments: Theresa Rogers of 
Dracut as a permanent math-substitute 
at the high school, at $12,983 per year; 
and Harris Levinson of Andover as a 
social work aide in the Peer Counseling 
project, 35 hours per week at $3.55 per 
hour. 


In addition, the committeemen ac- 
cepted a request for an unpaid leave of 
absence from Feb. 24 through the end 
of the school year for Ann Scioli, a 
media aide at Bancroft School.

The committeemen will meet at 7:30 
next Tuesday night, the day after the 
town election, in the West Elementary 
School auditorium. 

If voters approve the Proposition 2% 
referendum question, the committee 


can breathe a sigh of relief. If the 
question is defeated, however, they will 
have to get to work preparing a $12.9 
million budget for town meeting's ap- 
proval.

make health care as convenient and acces- 
sible as possible by bringing these health 
fairs to work sites, churches, shopping 
malls, hospital and health centers. 

Andover’s health fair, like those through- 
out Massachusetts and southern New 
Hampshire, will offer free medical screen- 
ing and basic health maintenance informa- 
tion. The basic screenings include height, 
weight, blood pressure, anemia and vision. 
Other services include health exhibits, 
demonstrations, individual review and re- 
ferral. 

All ‘‘Health Works ’82’’ sites will offer a 
blood chemistry test that screens for diabe- 
tes, cholesterol, triglycerides, kidney and 
liver disease, gout and thyroid problems, as 
well as many others, a workup that could 
costover $100 at other health care facilities. 


A six to 12 hour fast is required for this test. 

Many of the health fairs will also offer 
free pap smears, oral cancer screening, 
self-breast exam, glaucoma screening and 


podiatry, among other services. 


The health fair concept has become 
something of a national phenomenon. In the 
spring of 1980 alone, fairs were conducted in 
16 cities where more than $50 million of free 


medical care was provided to over 400,000 
participants, 35 percent of whom were 
found to have medical problems requiring 
follow-up treatment. 

The ‘‘Health Works ’82” fair in Andover 
is coordinated by Andover Board of Health 
Director, Everett Penney.

I-Hawk 
Capability 


The department of the Arm} announced 
that it intends to retain an Improved Hawk 
(I-HAWK) air defense missile capability 
indefinitely. 

The Improved Hawk is a radar directed 
missile system which entered the force 22 
years ago. It is the Army’s primary all 
weather, day and night, low to medium 
altitude air defense guided missile system. 
In 1972 the system underwent an extensive 
modification and modernization program to 
transform it from its basic to its improved 
configuration. 

The decision to retain the I-HAWK is 
based on the Army’s desire to bolster the 
air defense coverage for U.S. air bases and 
logistical complexes in Central Europe and 
to provide air defense support for the Rapid 
Deployment Force. 

The I-HAWK prime contractor is the 
Raytheon Corporation, West Andover.

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Students Prepare For Visitors From Germany 


For the two weeks that they have been 
back in Andover, the five Andover High 
students who participated in the German 
exchange program have been answering 
questions, showing slides and pictures, re- 
flecting on their experiences in Germany 
and planning activities for the German stu- 
dents who are arriving April 4. 


On February 4, these students and 
teachers, Mrs. Lynda Isaacs and Roger 
Thurber, left for three weeks in Heiden- 
heim, Germany.

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Administrators Point Out What 
$1.3 M Budget Cut Would Mean

What would a $1.3 million budget reduc- 
tion do to the Andover schools? 

According to the school administration, it 
would eliminate 64 positions from the 
school staff, including 46 teachers, two as- 
sistant principals and one guidance counsel- 
or. 
It would produce larger class sizes, with 
less time for individual instruction and ac- 
tive student participation. 

It would close down the traditional pro- 
gram and change the nature of the surviv- 
ing contemporary program. 

It would eliminate the gifted and talented 
program and enrichment programs at the 
elementary level. 

It would reduce the number of electives 
offered to secondary students, requiring 
them to spend more time in study halls. 

It would ‘‘cut the heart right out’’ of the 
secondary schools’ athletic program. 

It would spell the end of either the high 
school drama program, the annual musical, 
or the cabaret programs that give ‘‘every- 
one his shot.” 

It would see the schools’ preventive main- 
tenance programs ‘‘go down the drain.”’ 

And it would probably leave many areas 
now being built in the secondary school 
building program empty and unused. 

‘“‘Many of the things that make Andover 
Andover will be gone,’’ Assistant Superin- 
tendent Charles Mitsakos told the School 
Committee Tuesday night. 

Later in the evening, teacher Robert King 
said there might be $300,000 worth of ‘‘fat’’ 
in the recommended school budget of $14.3 
million, but no more. 

“That means $1 million of lean goes,”’ 
King said. ‘“Tonight we’re slicing up the 
lean.”’ 

After listening to the administration’s 
presentation of a possible $12.9 million bud- 
get for fiscal 1983, schoolman Michael 
Giammusso said he found it “very disturb- 
ing. I find this budget obscene.” 

Richard Neal cautioned that with a 
“‘quick look’’ at individual items, the re- 
duced budget ‘‘might not look so bad.” But 
the total impact on the entire school system 
would be unacceptable, he indicated. 

““We’ve got to take a look at the total 
picture,’ Neal said. ‘We are buying a 
whole package.” 

Donald Robb agreed. ‘‘Clearly this is an 
inadequate budget. We need to look intelli- 
gently at the whole picture, not just the 
bottom line dollars. 

‘Nobody wants to raise taxes — but to 
take it out on the kids is foolishness for 
every fg 

A $1.3 million budget reduction will be 
necessary if Andover’s voters defeat the 
Proposition 2%-referendum question on 
Monday’s town election ballot. That ques- 
tion asks voters to exempt debt on the $13.72 
million school building program from the 
limits of 2%. 

A yes vote on the referendum would leave 
the schoolmen’s recommended $14.3 mil- 
lion budget intact for town meeting to con- 
sider next month. It would also add 
approximately $1.30 to next year’s tax rate. 

Buttons reading ““YES’’ were sported by 
all the schoolmen Tuesday night, with the 
exception of John Eaton. The buttons were 
in evidence on teachers and parents 
throughout the West Elementary auditori- 
um as well. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert prepared 


the $12.9 million budget at the committee’s 
request, to give voters an idea of what is at 
stake next Monday. But he emphasized that 
he was not recommending any of the cuts. 
In a written preface to the budget report, 
Seifert said he believes the budget ‘‘rep- 
resents a significant regression for our stu- 
dents and the community.” 

The single largest cut would be from the 
teaching account, reduced by $944,439. Mit- 
sakos said 64 positions would be eliminated, 
including 23 teachers and specialists, eight 
aides and one assistant principal at the 
elementary level; and 23 teachers, one 
guidance counselor and one assistant prin- 
cipal in the secondary schools. (Employees 
would be eliminated from some other de- 
partments as well.) 

Mitsakos brought on a parade of adminis- 
trators and teachers to explain the impact 
of those staffing cuts. 

Bancroft School Principal Lois Haslam 
explained that in the elementary schools, 
the average student-teacher ratio would 
increase from 25 to one to 31 to one, with 
some classes containing as many as 39 
pupils. 

The traditional program would be ended, 
and those students would be returned to the 
contemporary program, she said. The 
gifted and talented program would also be 
eliminated, Haslam added, along with spe- 
cial interest and enrichment programs. The 
developmental primary program would be 
cut back. 

What would that mean te students? Less 
individual attention from the teacher, she 
said, and a pattern of ‘‘teaching to the 
middle,’’ bypassing the needs of children at 
the top and the bottom of the class. 

“‘Hands-on’’ activities (especially impor- 
tant in subjects like science), small group 
study and special activities like field trips 
would also become a thing of the past with 
larger classes, Haslam said. 

Moving to the secondary level, East Ju- 
nior High Assistant Principal Jack Hughes 
said a smaller staff would bring about in- 


_ creased discipline, safety and supervision 


problems. With the guidance staff cut, stu- 
dent schedules would receive less individu- 
al attention, and “‘contact with parents 
would be somewhat reduced.’ 

Language Arts Program Advisor Peter 
Anderson agreed with Haslam that ‘‘teach- 
ing to the middle” would result at the junior 
highs and high school. With larger classes, 
students of different ability levels may be 
grouped together. That would particularly 
hurt Andover’s special emphasis on writing 
skills, Anderson said, because ‘‘writing 
classes need to be small.’’ 

Many electives, ‘“‘the strength of the com- 
prehensive high school, which Andover is’’, 
would probably be eliminated, because spe- 
cial courses for a small number of students 
would not seem justified when other classes 
are overcrowded, he indicated. With fewer 
electives, students would spend more “‘non- 
productive time’”’ in large study halls. 

And a variety of teaching techniques, 
from independent study to group assign- 
ments within a class, would give way to 
teacher lectures only. 

The athletics account would be cut by 
$86,309, down to $100,000. Program Advisor 
Richard Swift said that, as a result, 488 
fewer students would participate in the 
program. The “‘lifetime sports’’ of golf, 
tennis, volleyball and skiing would go (137 


students), along with cross country and 
indoor track (92 students), and the special 
needs swimming program (37 students). 

In addition, the eighth and ninth-grade 
programs would be combined into one, cut- 
ting out places for 219 students. Those tea- 
ms include football, soccer, field hockey, 
gymnastics, basketball, baseball, softaball 
and track. 

A total of 27 coaching positions would be 
cut, Swift said, along with 10 support per- 
sennel, such as equipment managers, a 
faculty manager and a resource specialist. 

Coach Carl Lipman said such cuts would 
“cut the heart right out of the athletic 
program. I’d hate to see only the so-called 
major sports (left in the budget), only for 
the elite and those who can afford it.’’ He 
was referring to user fees, which he said 
have discouraged some students from going 
out for sports this year. 

The fine arts program would also suffer, 
program advisor Diana Kolben said. On the 
elimination list: a number of courses, such 
as secondary instrumental classes; the 
stage band; elementary extracurricular ac- 
tivities, including choruses and Orff ensem- 
bles; and art workshops for talented and 
special needs students. 

Secondary school activities like band and 
drama would be cut back, along with the 
theatre arts program. 

All of these cuts would help eliminate the 
need for new art and music rooms in the 
secondary schools, part of the building pro- 
gram. “‘How ironic,’’ Kolben said, “that 
those beautiful new rooms will be empty.”’ 

King presented a dramatic picture of 
potential cuts, asking rhetorically whether 
the cabaret programs and one-act plays 
designed so that ‘‘everyone has his shot’’ 
should be cut; or the drama program that 
recently saw four Andover students placed 
on a 15-member all-star regional cost; or 


the musical that showcases singers, danc- 
ers, actors and musicians. 

‘“‘Maybe that’s the one we should cut,”’ 
King said in conclusion. 

In special education and health services, 
Program Advisor Pamela Kvikeval said 
nurses would be provided only one day a 
week in the elementary schools, and no 
health aides will be staffed at the junior 
highs. The dental hygiene program would 
be eliminated entirely. 

Special needs students will no longer be 
evaluated during the summer, she added, 
and there will be a longer wait for counsel- 
ing and evaluation services. 

Cuts in the non-academic accounts would 
effect transportation, maintenance and 
equipment, according to Business Manager 
Frank Paul. 

Paul said $74,000 could be saved in trans- 
portation by delaying the opening (and clos- 
ing) of elementary schools by a half-hour. 
That would allow more efficient bus routes, 
more trips per bus and the elimination of 
three buses, he explained. 

Cutting the maintenance accounts would 
be “‘a major step toward more building 
deterioration,’ he added, with $50,000 cut 
from “preventive maintenance’ in the 
building maintenance account, and $6,000 
each cut from equipment maintenance and 
grounds maintenance. 

And if the $12.9 million budget were 
adopted, the fixed charges account would 
have to be increased by $185,000, the man- 
ager said, to cover the cost of unemploy- 
ment insurance for those employees who 
would be laid off. 


That would be added to $126,000 already 
budgeted for unemployment, bringing the 
total to more tnan $300,000 for unemploy- 
ment. That money would come out of edu- 
cational programs, Paul pointed out.

The plans, drawn by engineer Paul Fer- 
rante of Dana F. Perkins and Associates, 
call for locating the permanent green space 
required in a cluster development at the 
back of the site. 

During a public hearing on the prelimi- 
nary plans two weeks ago, a number of 
abutters questioned drainage plans for the 
development, as well as the location of the 
green area. 

Some abutters fear the addition of new 
homes will aggravate existing drainage 
problems in the area. Neighbors also sug- 
gested the green area should be spread 
around the outside of the development, to 
serve as a buffer between the new homes 
and neighboring houses.

Energy Aid Available 


Some $1.2 million in energy conservation 
grants is now available for cities and towns 
across the state as part of the Executive 
Office of Energy Resources’ (EOER) 
schools and hospitals conservation pro- 
gram. 

The grants will be awarded to public and 
non-profit schools, hospitals, local govern- 
ment buildings and public care institutions 
for a wide range of energy-saving measures 
and energy audits. 

“These grants will pay for themselves in 
under two years and will continue to pay in 
energy savings year after year,”’ said Gov- 
ernor Edward King. 

The money is available under a new fund- 
ing cycle provided by the federal Depart- 
ment of Energy. Up to now, about $11 
million has been awarded to hundreds of 
schools and hospitals in the state. Each 
energy conservation grant has had a “Pay- 
back’’ (the time it takes to pay for the grant 
in energy savings) of an average of two 
years or less. 

Grants have been used for various conser- 
vation measures, including insulation, 
storm windows, new heating systems and 
computerized control systems. 

The deadline for applications is May 14.

License Delayed 


The selectmen have tabled a request for a license 
to sell beer and wine at a West Andover conve- 
nience store until they hear the police chief's opin- 
ion on whether that might lead to more teenagers 
drinking in the Haggett’s Pond area. 

Charles and Shirley Barron last Monday night 
asked the board to issue them a retail package 
goods wine and malt beverage license for Barron’s 
Country Store at 429 Lowell St. The store, in busi- 
ness for more than 50 years, was recently reno- 
vated with the Board’s approval. 

Charles Barron said he wanted to sell beer and 
wine as a convenience to his customers, along with 
the other ‘‘run-out items”’ he stocks, ‘‘to save them 
a 12-mile trip.” 

Atty. Phillip Sullivan of Andover, representing 
the Barrons, said they would not run a full-fledged 
package store, but would simply stock ‘‘a freezer 
full of six packs and some bottles of wine.” 

The Barrons presented the selectmen with a 
petition signed by more than 350 neighbors from the 
surrounding area supporting the license applica- 
tion. 

But Capt. Lloyd Belbin, a 15-year veteran of the 
Police Department and a Haggett’s Pond Road 
resident, urged the board to ‘‘take a long hard look 
at this.”’ 

There is already a problem with “kids hanging 
around the pond”’ and drinking, and making beer 
and wine available in the area would only increase 
the problem, the captain said. 

Selling beer in a convenience store where kids 
can enter any time ‘to buy milk’’ would create “‘a 
bad situation,’’ Belbin added. 

And hé said it would be difficult for police to 
patrol the neighborhood because it is ‘‘a very re- 
mote area.” 

Barron replied that he does not allow ‘‘children 
hanging around for any reason. The store is well- 
managed.

Beacon Hill Is Stepping Down 


Rep. Gerald M. Cohen 


Rep. Gerald M. Cohen, Andover’s first 
single district representative in the State 
House, will not seek re-election in the fall. 

Completing his fourth term in the House 
and having attained state-wide stature due 
to his committee assignments and accom- 
plishments, Cohen cited a total salary of 
$28,000 and three college-age youngsters to 
educate as the motivating reason for his 
decision. 

The Democratic representative said he 
would miss the activity but intends to stay 
active, although outside elective office. 

After leaving office at the end of the year, 
Cohen said he will devote his time to his 
private law practice here in Andover and do 
some consulting work, probably in the area 
of taxation. 

“T love it and I'll miss it,”’ Cohen said of 
his activity at the State House, ‘‘but family 
considerations come first.” 

Cohen has been serving this past two 
terms as chairman of the committee on 
taxation which has wrestled with the Propo- 
sition 2% provisions. 

He cites as some of his accomplishments 
as representative the enactment of a classi- 


A 
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fication law and the provision tor allowing 
local communities to override the Prop 2% 
provisions if they so desire. 

Cohen considers the chance to serve in 
the legislature and his re-election on three 
occasions as providing him with a great 
opportunity. 

His announcement this week is sure to 
spur interest in the fall elections. 

William Melahn, an Andover resident and 
area GOP committee chairman, indicated 
prior to the announcement that he was 
considering running for the seat this year. 
Formal announcements by both Democrat 
and Republican candidates are expected to 
come forth shortly now that Cohen has 
made his intentions known. 

Cohen first went to Beacon Hill when the 
town, through redistricting, was awarded a 
single seat in the legislature. The William 
Street resident won a Democratic primary 
contest against Atty. Philip Coppola, then 
went on to succeed in the final election 
against Republican Roger W. Collins and 
Independent John W. Cronin. 

Following re-election, Cohen was ap- 
pointed chairman of the Post-Audit Com- 


. 
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mittee which until that time had reeeived 
little attention. But the committee became 
involved in what became known as the 
MBM Scandal- - -some corrupt practices 
in the construction of 'JMass Boston facili- 
ties. - 

Cohen went head-to-head with major po- 
litica’ figures from Bosten and throughout 
the state, gaining stature and respect in the 
process. 

Named chairman of the committee on 
taxation, the Andover representative con- 
tinued his state-wide exposure debating the 
Proposition 2% question prior to the 1980 
election, many times with Barbara Ander- 
son of the citizens committee which spor- 
sored the question. 

He has had several tax proposals in the 
legislature, some of which are still under 
consideration as the legislature works to- 
ward solving the ‘iscal crisis facing not only 
cities and towns but the state government 
itself. 

Due to another redistricting a couple of 
years ago, the Andover representative area 
now includes a portion of South Lawrence 
and Tower Hill in Lawrence.

Affirming The Programs 


It is probably unfortunate that the possibility of the 
largest turnout for a municipal election in many years 
will be lured by a question on the ballot, rather than the 
candidates for Andover’s leadership positions. 

But, the need for a decision does not diminish the 
importance of getting a good turnout on Monday to 
provide a clear cut feeling by Andover’s taxpayers as to 
whether school construction should be separated from 
costs of educational programs. 

The referendum item asks the townspeople to decide 
whether the bonds and interest required to underwrite 
the secondary school construction program now under- 
way should be exempt from provisions of Proposition 
2% or should such costs be contained within the total 
school department appropriation. 

A yes vote will place the construction costs outside 
the school budget. 

A negative decision will retain those costs in the 
school operations accounts and lead to the curtailment 
of many school services and programs. 

The decision to be given Monday by the electorate 
will have an important bearing on the future direction 
of educational programs in-Andover, a matter recog- 
nized by the Finance Committee when it issued its 
recommendation of approval for exempting the bond 
issue a week ago. 

The FinCom stressed that the townspeople would still 
be able to exercise some control over the school budget 
through action at town meeting. To burden the school 
department with the school construction bonds would 
impose a particular hardship on the educational pro- 
gram, the FinCom felt. 

There are some additional considerations which the 
voters should ponder prior to making their final deci- 
sion at the polls on Monday. 

The school construction program has been before 
town meeting for several years before the project as it 
is now designed and progressing was agreed upon. In all 
of the discussion the redrafting of plans, the accommo- 


dation of shifts in enrollment, etc., Andover voters 
pretty generally accepted the fact that funding of the 
program would, in fact, be in addition to paying for the 
town’s educational program. 

The only thing that changed in intervening years was 
the acceptance of Proposition 2% which placed re- 
straints on municipal budgets. The legislature this past 
year approved some relief from some of the Prop 2% 
restrictions, if local communities so desired. Thus, 
Andover can override a provision within the tax plan 
approved state-wide over a year ago. It should be 
emphasized that the voters are being asked to exempt 
only the specific school project from Prop 2% condi- 
tions, and not the Prop 2% constraints in their entirety. 

To ask the school department to bring its operational 
budget down by almost $2 million, seems unjustified. It 
would seriously curb the overall quality educational 
program provided by Andover which has been consid- 
ered a benefit of residence here. 


It would result in curtailment of services, decrease in 
professional staff, which will ultimately prove costly 
for a period of time through unemployment benefits 
which the town must endure. 

The placement of construction within an operational 
account wrongfully assigns costs to an improper area. 

When school construction is presented from time to 
time, the frills, are eliminated from architect’s initial 


renderings under the proper guise that bricks and mor- 
tar donot insure a proper education.

There is some report that the Office of 
Selectmen may have some doubts about not 
allowing an Article in the coming town 
meeting warrant with respect to accepting 
Whispering Pines Road as a town way.

Although people in Andover generally 
seem to be aware that our public school 
system is a good one there appears to be 
some uncertainty regarding exactly how 
good we really are. Furthermore, many 
people in town appear to believe that we are 
paying a great deal of money for our superi- 
or school product. Well, it may come as a 
surprise to learn that: 

1. Sixty-three (63) percent of all Andover 
High School graduates attend a four-year 
college, which is almost 25 percent greater 
than the average for all high school grad- 
uates in Massachusetts. 

2. Andover students scored 55 points (11.8 
percent) above the national and Massachu- 
setts mean on math. college entrance ex- 
ams (SAT scores). 

3. Andover students scored 39 points (9.2 
percent) above the national and Massachu- 
setts mean on verbal college entrance ex- 
ams (SAT scores).

WASHINGTON -- A truly 
astounding story is slowly 


unfolding on Capitol Hill. 
Investigators for the Senate 
Security and Terrorism Sub- 
committee headed by Sen. 
Jeremiah Denton, R-Ala., 
have uncovered startling 
evidence that Fidel Castro is 
actively trying to destabilize 
the United States govern- 


ment. 

The tale has been pieced 
together from information 
provided by defectors from 
Castro’s intelligence service 
(the DGI), former Cuban 
undercover agents and law 
enforcement officials in 
Florida. Here are a few of 
the details: 

Castro was bitterly disap- 
pointed when the Carter 
administration failed to nor- 
malize relations with Cuba. 
As far as Castro was 


the United States. He had 
permitted the State Depart- 
ment to an office in 
Havana. He had released 
scores of prominent political 
prisoners and American citi- 
zens who had been rotting in 
Cuban jails. But no matter 
how hard he tried, he felt he 
was getting the cold shoul- 
der from i . 

So an angry Castro called 
in his top DGI officials and 
launched what the Cubans 
call “Plan Bravo.” He was 
going to try to destabilize 
the United States of Ameri- 
ca, just as John Kennedy had 
tried to do in Cuba in the 
early 1960s.

empty his jails of common 
criminals, put them into 
boats, and shove them off. 
Some 125,000 refugees land- 
ed on Florida’s shores in the 
spring and summer of 1980. 

Among the refugees, U.S. 
officials believe, were sever- 
al hundred DGI agents. 
Indeed, there is one senior 
DGI official who regularly 
x a fishing boat from 
Cuba to Key West, where he 
is briefed by his Florida 
operatives. 

Castro is also arming and 
training Puerto Rican dissi- 
dents. They are brought to 
Cuba for schooling in the 


revolutionary arts, then 
returned to Puerto Rico to 
wreak havoc. 


The Cuban strongman, 
U.S. intelligence agents 
believe, also become 
deeply involved in the illicit 
drug trade. Large ships car- 

marijuana and cocaine 
from Colombia into the 
Cuban harbor of Cayo Pare- 
don Grande. For a $50,000 
fee, the Cuban government 
then permits the boats to be 
offloaded, and the drugs are 
smuggled into Florida. 

Some small Russian-made 
weapons are also being clan- 
destinely carried into 
Miami. Soviet-manufactured 
grenades, in fact, have fig- 
ured in three incidents in 
Miami in recent months -— 
one as recently as a couple 
of weeks ago. 

Apparently, Castro  fig- 
ures the drugs and weapons 
will contribute to the desta- 
bilization of the United 
States. Other cities where he 
hopes to precipitate riots 


and shootouts, according to 
our sources, are Chicago, 
Washington, New York and 
Los Angeles. 

The Senate investigators 
think Castro also has anoth- 
er refugee scheme up his 
sleeve. Some 200,000 
Cubans, sources say, have 
already been given exit 
visas for travel to the United 
States. Another wave of 
refugees, in short, could be 
unleashed at any time. 

EXECUTIVE MEMO: 
Interior Secretary James 
Watt has been under fire for 
spending government funds 
on parties.

top-quality steaks, for exam- 


ple, are served up at a frac- 
tion of their market price. 
All told, it costs the taxpay- 
ers about $1.5 million a year 
to subsidize the private Pen- 
tagon eateries. 

-- President Reagan has 
made no secret of the fact 
that the state of California 
sends him a monthly pension 
check of $1,800 for his ser- 
vice as governor. But the 
U.S. Constitution prohibits 
the president from receiving 
payments from the states on 
the grounds that it might 
cause him to favor one state 
over another.

Town, Developer Agree 
On Pole Hill Problems 


Helped along by a new degree of cooper- 
th from the developer, the Conservation 
* Commission and the developer of a pro- 
posed 69-home subdivision on Pole Hill have 
avoided a formal state hearing on the devel- 
opment. 

Developer Arthur Kalogianis and town 
officials met with state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
officials last Thursday in Boston to discuss 
the grounds for a formal adjudicatory hear- 
ing concerning wetlands protection on —— 
Hill. 

But according to Community Devel- 


“opment and Planning Director Jonathan 


Gilmore, the developer’s representatives 
and town officials last Tuesday hammered 
. out an agreement that made a state hearing 
* unnecessary. 

“We went in there Thursday morning 
substantially in agreement,’’ Gilmore ex- 
plained. ‘‘The criteria of the conservation 
commission will be largely respected.” 

The conservationists maintained that a 
state order overruling an earlier ConComm 
order favored the developer and would not 
provide adequate wetlands protection for 
the hill site. Pole Hill, located in Ballard- 
vale, borders the Shawsheen River: 

Last week’s meeting was scheduled to 
‘clarify the issues” for the DEQE, Gilmore 
sdid, and to see if a formal adjudicatory 
hearing was necessary. As a result of that 
meeting, the DEQE has agreed to modify 
its superseding order, the director said, 


“bringing it more in line with the town’s 
wishes. 


, 


Meanwhile, the town manager is continu- 
ing negotiations with Kalogianis to swap 
Pole Hill for a smaller parcel of town- 
owned land off Woburn Street — the “‘tea 
lots” — to save the hill from development. 

Describing the negotiating process as 
‘two steps forward, one step back,’’ Man- 
ager Kenneth R. Mahony said last week the 


chances of completing the swap have been 
“looking a little better’’ lately. 
Town officials have held a series of meet- 


ings with the developer’s attorney, Regi- 
nald Marden of Andover, and engineer,

Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Perkins and Asso- 
ciates, to discuss potential soil erosion and 
sedimentation problems at the site. 

Last Tuesday’s meeting was the first in 
which the developer’s spokesmen seemed 
to show some “concern” for the town’s 
reservations about the project, Gilmore 
said. ‘“The atmosphere has changed, and 
that’s all for the good.” 

During past meetings, the developer 
maintained that there would be no serious 
erosion problems on the hill, and that no 
extensive measures were needed to prevent 
such problems. 

The DEQE supported that position, lead- 
ing to the conservation commission’s ap- 
peal of the DEQE order. 

During Tuesday’s meeting; neighbors’ 
concerns about the development, as well as 
possible problems on the site, were dis- 
cussed, Gilmore said. 


In addition to Gilmore, Ferrante and 
Marden, the meeting was attended by soil 
conservationist Robert Morehouse of the 
Soil Conservation Service, town engineer 
James Greer, and Virginia Hammond of 
the conservation commission.

Every bride loves to 
receive her wedding 
gifts, and it is her duty to 
personally acknowledge 
each and every gift she 
receives. 

It is best to write your 
thank-you notes as each 
gift arrives and avoid 
last-minute confusion. It 
is essential to keep a re- 
cord of gifts and who 
sent them as a reminder 
of what you received. 

Etiquette sets certain 
guides for your thank- 
you notes. Traditionally, 
though addressed only

should be mentioned in 
the body of the note. 
Make each note sin- 
cere and grateful. Notes 
may be brief, but must 
be intersting. Include, if 
possible, some personal 
reference; specifically 
mention the gift and how 
you expect to use it.

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Planning Calendar For The Wedding 


As soon as you have decided on a wedding 
date, you should check with the church, 
synagogue, hotel or other place where you 
plan to have the ceremony — and also the 
site for the reception — to see if that date is 
available. Some couples have been known 
to plan a year in advance to secure a partic- 
ular date and site, especially during the 
popular months of June, September and 
October. 

A formal wedding takes several months 
to plan. This suggested list is beased on the 
time necessary to plan and prepare for a 
large wedding. Those planning simpler 
weddings or shorter notice should also find 
the list helpful. 

Six Months Before 

Discuss the wedding budget with your 
parents. If expenses are to be shared with 
your fiance’s family, include them, too. 
Even if costs are not going to be divided, 
it’s a good beginning to talk about the wed- 
ding style with everyone. 

If you have not decided where the cere- 
mony and reception will be held, do it now. 
When the date is set, it is a good time for 
both bride and bridegroom to meet with the 
clergyman, minister or rabbi. 

Decide on the number of guests to be 
accommodated at the reception and re-

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Select Photographer Early 


When you and a professional photogra- 
pher plan your wedding photography ses- 
sion well in advance of the occasion, you 
can be sure your portraits and candid prints 
will capture all the emotion, excitement 
and sentiment of the nuptial celebration. 

Ideally you should begin to look for a 
professional photographer some months be- 
fore your wedding date; it’s important to 
get an early start if the ceremony takes 
place during the peak times of year—May- 
June, August or November-December. 

To find a studio that offers personalized 
bridal service, ask recently married friends 
for recommendations. 

As soon as you compile a list of three or 
four candidates, make an appointment to 
visit each studio. Ask the staff to show you 
a sample of the wedding portraits the pho- 
tographer made during the last year. 

Professionals often have bridal consul- 
tants who handle many of the details and 
organizational work so the photographer 
can concentrate on producing a variety of 
fine quality images. 

Traditional bridal photography includes 
three distinct occasions for a professional’s 
service. 

The first phase, engagement photo- 
graphs, are usually made in the studio. The 
prints are sent to a hometown newspaper 
with a formal announcement. You can also

to your fiance or loved ones as a keepsake. should be photographed. 

To prepare for this sitting, ask the studio 
for advice on choosing clothes, makeup and 
hairstyle. stylists usually recommend solid- 
colored garments that complement facial 
features, since busy prints or loud patterns 
may detract from your appearance. 

As a general rule, select makeup that 
gives you a natural look. Try to avoid heavy 
applications or rouge or dark eyeliner. A 
light touch of lipstick highlights your lips 
and helps them stand out. 

The studio can also prepare a written 
announcement and send the notice to the 
publeation. These extra services save you 
time and let you concentrate on more im- 
portant details. Know the type of wedding 
coverage the studio has agreed to provide. 

At the end of the meeting, the photogra- 
pher may ask for the name of a person from 
each family to serve as a ‘“‘wedding con- 
tact.’ These individuals can introduce the 
professional to special guests, relatives,

The bridegroom’s clothing has tradition- 
ally taken a back seat to the bridal gown. 
While the groom has shuffled politely off to 
rent his attire, much thought and hundreds 
of dollars has gone into the selection of the 
bride’s outfit. 

The bridegroom who wants to hold his 
own without upstaging the bride needs 
equal say in the formality of the wedding 
attire. He should familiarize himself with 
the traditional and not-so traditional nuptial 
garments. 

Usually traditional dress is suited to the 
season and the hour of the ceremony and is 
determined by the degree of formality of 
the bridal gown. 

For a formal evening wedding the groom 
and other men in the wedding party wear 
black tailcoat with matching trousers., 
white pique waistcoat, starched shirt, white 
tie, black socks and patent leather shoes. 

The formal daytime wedding attire is a 
cutaway coat with striped trousers, gray 
vest, white wing-collar shirt with silk ascot 
or shirt with turned-down collar and four- 
in-hand, black shoes and socks. 

The semi-formal evening wedding means 
a tuxedo or dinner jacket, white shirt with 
turneddown collar, a bow tie, black cum- 
merbund or vest, black socks and shoes. 

The semi-formal daytime ceremony re- 
quires a dark or lighter suit depending upon 
the season, while the informal evening wed- 
ding means a dark suit. 

In the early 1970's tradition for the groom 
changed with the introduction of the cos- 
tume look. Specifically, one formal wear 
manufacturer had a style called the Prince 
Edward, a single-breasted, three button 
jacket with notched lapels and a velvet 
back collar. By the mid-70’s the Prince 
Edward was replaced with the Charleston, 
a tail coat with squared off front and back 
offered in pastel colors. 

As the styles come and go, the groom 
must do a little research on his own to find 
out what type of style is popular. He doesn’t 

- have to follow traditional rules of dress or 
even the fashion. 

Whatever his feelings about men’s wed- 
ding attire, he should follow a few basic

months before the ceremony, he and the 
bride-to-be should discuss their feelings and 
expectations about the clothing for the en- 
tire bridal party. Attendants should be 
briefed on the type of clothiag they are to 
wear. 

A young bride’s wedding day is definitely 
a time to remember so she should choose a 
ceremony style that most becomes her. 
Basically, there are four distinct types of 
weddings: formal, semi-formal, informal, 
and civil. All set down specific rules con- 
cerning time, place and the correct manner 
of dress for all those participating in the 
nuptials. 

The formal wedding takes a great deal of 
planning well ahead of the scheduled date 
and requires the assistance of professionals 
such as decorators, florists and food service 


_ personnel. Some details may be supervised 


by the bride’s mother if she so desires. 

A formal ceremony usually takes place in 
a church but it may be held at someone’s 
home, at a private club or suitable hotel 
ballroom. 

In the South, Midwest and West the cus- 
tomary time is evening or late afternoon 
while in the East, a formal wedding takes 
place either at noon or around four in the 
afternoon. 

As to the number of people in the wedding 
party, there may be from six to twelve 
bridal attendants, the best man and at least 
as many ushers as there are bridesmaids. 
More ushers may be added if needed to take 
care of seating all the guests. The usual rule 
followed requires at least one usher for 
every fifty guests invited. At a formal serv-

ice, no matter where it is held, special 
seating sections are always reserved for 
the parents, relatives and honored guests. 

Elaborate decorations play a big part in 
formal weddings.

The bride’s attire for a formal dayéime 
wedding is a floor length gown of white, 
creamy white or soft pale tint.

The groom and his best man 
should wear cutaway jackets of Oxford 
grey or black with coordinating trousers 
and grey flannel waistcoats in winter, white 
linen waistcoats in summer. 

The semi-formal wedding is a little less 
extravagant than the formal. It may take 
place in a church or chapel, in the garden or 
at a private club. Evening or anytime in the 
afternoon is considered a proper time. 

Church decorations such as aisle ribbons 
are not usually used at a semi-formal cere- 
mony. If it is a church service, an organist 
should be engaged to play for the bride’s 
processional. For ceremonies held outside 
of a church, arrangements may be made for 
processional accompaniment if it is desired 
by the bride and groom.
